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On October 14, 2007, at 0730 hours, Deputy гга Deputy Gonzalez saw 
Suspect Brady riding a bicycle on the sidewalk and decided to stop him to either 
warn or cite him for the violation of the California Vehicle Code. They activated their 
overhead red forward facing lights and verbally ordered Suspect Brady to stop. 


Suspect Brady stopped his bicycle, dropped it, walked away from the deputies 
despite orders to stop. As Suspect Brady walked away he reached into his left pant's 
pocket and removed a small white object, which appeared to be rock cocaine, and 
placed it in his mouth. e ie approached Suspect Brady and took 
him to the ground, landing on top of him. Suspect Brady was handcuffed without 
further incident. 


Deputy MR 9 unable to retrieve the object from Brady's mouth because the 
suspect swallowed it. During a subsequent search of Brady's person, a 3 % inch 
fixed blade knife was found. 


Suspect Brady complained of pain to his rib cage area and he was transported to 
Coast Plaza Doctor's Hospital where it was determined he had three fractured ribs, 
and fractures to the fourth and fifth Lumbar vertebrae. The suspect was hospitalized 
overnight and released for booking. 


On June 26, 2008, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 


by the committee were: MMP $$ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.

Deputy again offered and declined representation during the 
interview. The interview was also transcribed for review. The following is a summary of both 
interviews.

He said he told Deputy Gonzalez to 
follow the suspect and conduct a traffic stop to either warn or cite the rider for the violation of 
the vehicle code aid Deputy Gonzalez turned west onto 74" Street and saw the suspect 
riding west on the north sidewalk of 74" Street. He said he saw the suspect look back in their 
direction and he yelled out at the suspect to stop his bike. The suspect continued riding west on 
the north sidewalk.

EN. the suspect turned back facing them and continued to back away from them as they 
approached. He said the suspect turned his body away again and reached into his right rear 
pocket for something. Deputy Жш: he believed the suspect was reaching for a possible 
weapon, коо wn the gap, grabbed onto the suspect's arms aid he used his 
knees to knock out the suspect knees from behind and force him to the ground. He said the 
suspect went to his knees first, and p ш him onto his stomach] 
landed on top of the suspect hard and stayed on top to keep him down. Deputy 
landed on the suspect’s back and slightly on the suspect's right side

his right hand on the back of the suspect’s head, ordering the suspect to spit out what he had in 
his mouth. Г the suspect told him it was only a piece of candy and spit ош saliva onto 
the ground. 


Deputy] id he handcuffed the suspect, stood him up and handed him off to Deputy 
Gonzalez. aid Deputy Gonzalez escorted Suspect Brady to the driver's side rear door 
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post, where he removed the items from his pocket and placed them on ће truck нао 
they asked the suspect his name and double locked the handcuffs before placing him in the back 
seat of the radio car. pom ш: they removed and searched Brady's shoes for narcotics. 


Deputy ага their radio саг did not strike the suspect while he was оп or while he was 
getting off of the bicycle. He said he fell on top of the suspect with his weight (195 Ibs.) And 
remained on top until the suspect spat. 


Deputy M said he forced the suspect to the ground at the corner of the house. He did not go 
around or over any barriers to detain the suspect. He said the suspect did not шт and run from 
him, he said the suspect merely backed away, taking several steps Bos ON him to 


the ground.

SUSPECT'S STATEMENT: 

Suspect Ronnie Brady was interviewed by Century Sergeant Brenda Parker on October 14, 
2007, at 0808 hours, at the location of the arrest. The interview was conducted on video tape for 
review. Suspect Brady initially refused to talk to Sergeant Parker. He did say the deputies got in 
front of him, took him to the ground and handcuffed him. He did not say anything about being 
struck by the radio car, nor did he say he was thrown against the trunk of the radio car by the 
deputies. Suspect Brady did complain of pain to his ribs and back and requested he been seen by 
а doctor. 


Suspect Brady was interviewed in his hospital bed at Coast Plaza Doctor's Hospital later on 
October 14, 2007 by Sergeants Larry Landreth and David Bly. The interview was recorded for 
review. 


Suspect Brady said he was riding his bicycle across Hooper Avenue when he rode west on 74" 
Street. He said the deputies followed him and yelled out something to him. He said he could not 
hear what was yelled and he stopped his bicycle in a yard. Brady said he was about to get off of 
the bicycle and was straddling it when the deputies struck the bicycle with their car. Brady said 
the force knocked him away and onto the ground. He said he rolled a couple times and jumped 
up. He said he was raising his hands when the deputies tackled him to the ground. He said they 
handeuffed him and escorted him to the trunk of the patrol car, where the deputy slammed him 
on the trunk. He said they searched him and placed him in the back of the police car. Suspect 
Brady said the deputies left the scene and came back before they called for a sergeant. Brady 
admitted he did not tell the sergeant what occurred because he was mad and felt it was a *game." 
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IAB Note” The rear trunk area of ПУ 
Gonzalez’ radio car was inspected. There was a thin layer of 
dust on the roof, hood, and trunk areas. The dust appeared to 
have not been disturbed. 


SUSPECT INJURIES: 


Suspect Brady was transported to Coast Plaza Doctor's Hospital by deputy personnel after he 
complained of pain to his rib cage area. He was examined by Dr. Melkoyian, attending E.R. 
physician and found to have sustained multiple right side rib (8^, 9“, 10" & 11") fractures and 
fractures to Lumbar 43,4 4 and #5. 


Dr. Melkonyian was interviewed at Coast Plaza Doctor's Hospital. He declined to be recorded, 
but agreed to offer his medical opinion. Dr. Melkonyian said Suspect Brady suffered both 
fractured ribs on the right side and three minor fractured vertebrae in the lumbar region of 
Brady's back. He said all of the fractures were minor and would require a fitted corset to be worn 
by the suspect. He said all of the injuries would heal completely given time. 


Dr. Melkonyian said the fractures were not consistent with a takedown, the force reported by 
Deputie: апа Gonzalez. Dr. Melkonyian said the injuries were consistent with blunt 
force trauma similar to what the suspect reported to him, that is, he was struck by the deputies’ 
vehicle, knocked off the bicycle, and then thrown to the ground. Dr. Melkonyian said the force 
would have been substantial to fracture the bones of the ribs and spine as it did.
